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Through  the  Food  Distribution  Program,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  donates 
food  to  help  meet  the  nutritional  needs  of  children  and  needy  adults.  Among  the  charitable  institu- 
tions that  receive  USDA  food  are  homes  for  elderly  people,  hospitals  that  offer  general  and  long- 
term  health  care,  soup  kitchens,  meals-on-wheels  programs,  and  orphanages  that  don't  participate 
in  other  USDA  child  nutrition  programs.  To  be  eligible,  institutions  must  be  nonprofit  and  serve 
meals  on  a  regular  basis. 


WHO  BENEFITS  FROM  THE  PROGRAM? 


Charitable  institutions  use  the  donated  foods  in  meals  that  they  prepare  for  people  that  they  serve. 
Although  the  amount  of  food  donated  to  each  institution  is  based  on  the  nurriber  of  needy  people 
served,  the  institutions  may  include  the  food  in  all  meals  that  they  prepare. 


HOW  DOES  THE  PROGRAM  OPERATE? 


The  Food  Distribution  Program,  while  helping  to  meet  the  nutritional  needs  of  children  and  needy 
adults,  expands  agricultural  markets  for  food.  To  aid  American  farmers,  US13A  buys  food  under 
price-support,  surplus-removal,  and  related  legislation  and  makes  this  food  available  to  States. 
USDA  pays  for  the  initial  processing  and  packaging  of  the  food  and  for  transporting  it  to  designated 
points  within  each  State.  State  distributing  agencies  are  then  responsible  for  storing  the  food, 
transporting  it,  and  distributing  it  to  all  local  eligible  institutions  within  that  State. 


WHAT  FOODS  ARE  AVAILABLE  TO  PROGRAM  RECIPIENTS? 


The  foods  that  USDA  donates  to  charitable  institutions  vary  from  time  to  time.  Generally,  they 
include  dairy  products,  cereals  and  grains,  and  peanut  and  oil  products.  State  distributing  agencies 
have  current  information  on  the  foods  that  USDA  has  available.
